they are very indignant, : 

« They suggest themselves that the true 
reaton of the German mariiage prohibition 
te foreign women is becuuse the Germans 
think the Americ»n women cannot keep a 
secret, 

“They assert that they can and question 
whether a German woman can keep a secret 
better than her American sister,
